alliance. This has been advanced be- 
yond discussion in the newspapers, 
and has already reached the stage of 
discreet diplomatic soundings. 

The proposed realignment of Euro- 
pean powers are divided into three 
main movements—first, British incli- 
nation toward an accord with Russia; 
second, a German movement for an al- 
liance offsetting the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance; third, Russo-German 
tures to induce France to join the 
latter grouping. 7 

Great Britain's desire for a  rap- 
prochement with Russia has brought 
about the distinct diplomatic sugges- 
tion that Great Britain be ready to 
give fuller recognition to Russia's 
privileged position in Southern Tur- 
key, notably at Constantinople and 
hereto- 
fore encountered strong opposition in 
England. 

The view in French official quarters 
is distinctly favorable to an Angilo- 
Russian rapprochement. It was one 
of the projects of M. Deicassé, when 
Foreign Minister, to have King Ed- 
ward visit Emperor Nicholas as a 
means of furthering the reconciliation 
of Russia and Great Britain. 

Concerning the proposed German- 
Russian agreement, strong elements 
in both countries favor an accord as 
a counterpoise to the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance.

NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—McCall, in his 
testimony said that the New York Life 
Insurance Company's expenses for le- 
gal services from June 1, 1900, to Au- 
gust 31, 1905. were $1,103,920. Of this 
amount McCall said Andrew Hamilton 
received $476,927. In States where 
Mamilton looked after legislation Me- 
Call said he was expected to deal 
with the men who could produce the 
results. 

Pefore the inquiry began today. Mc- 
Call said that the company had re-

The only thing of this nature, he said, 
was the filing of a statement of the 
insurance companies with the Board 
of Trade. 

McCall then went into a history of 


travagance and incompetence. 

McCall said that the increasing com- 
pensation to agents was a temptation 
for agents to rebate. but McCall said 
under the “Nylic” system, the agents 
contracted not to do so, and forfeited 
the benefits of that system if they 
violated their agreements. 

GENERAL LEGISLATION. 

He then went into a detailed state- 
ment of general legislation, saying: 

“With the beginning of every year, 
T dare say, it is the feeling of every 
executive officer—I know it is of my- 
self—that for the ensuing five or six 
months of the year we shall be bad- 
gered and harrassed to death in every 
State in the Union by introduction of 
bad bilis of every kind.

HANDLING OF FREIGHT. 


OPERATIONS AT CHICAGO. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—Chicago shippers 
and Chicago terminal railroads have 
found a common field for labor in the 
movement to facilitate the handling 
of freight at the team tracks and 
freighthouses, Representatives of the 
shippers and representatives of the 
railroads met yesterday, and a mutual 
pledge was giver that both parties 


would coéperate to bring about better 


conditions. 

It was estimated that more than $6000 
a day is lost to the shippers through 
the delays in handling freight at the 
freighthouses,® and a considerable 
amount is lost to the railroads. 

Through t@e coiperation of shippers, 
teamsters and railroads, it is hope! to 
increase the capacity of the freight ter- 
einals 25 per cent. The railroads have 
promised to increase their forces of 
freight handlers and to spend consid- 
erable money in improvements to their 
houses, and the shippers have agreed 
to adopt rates governing the loading 
avd unloading of wagons which will 
save much time.

HUMANE OFFICER GETS UNDER 
THE FAMILY SKIN.

Hugo or Dickens, Come Back to 
Earth, Would Find Plots of Wretch- 
edness Ready in Los Angeles to 
Their Hands—Plenty of Pathos, but 
Very Little Humor in a Month. 


— 


“A specialized police protection for 
children would be a better name for 
our organization than the Humane So- 
clety,”” said Mrs. J. B. Millard, at the 
monthly meeting of that body at the 
Hotel Lankershim yesterday afternoon. 

This remark was made at the con- 


the Humane Officer, Harry C. Aiken, 
showing the wide diversity of cases in- 
volving so many outside problems, but 
all dealing with children in some way 
or other that are constantly coming to 
this society. 

Verily, the children of Los Angeles 
need not wait for the third and fourth 
generation to have the sins of their 
fathers visited upon them, for they 
suffer destitution and all the ills that 
flesh is heir to, on account of worth- 
less parents, and the serial story of 
the officer’s report made one pray for 
some special preparation to be required 
before people are allowed the charge of 
little, helpless human beings. 

So many cases of desertion have oc- 
curred in the last month it would seem 
as though the favorite pastime of hus- 
bands was deserting their wives and 
families. One man was excused by 
the Humane Officer—or, rather, the 
“extenuating circumstance’ was men- 
tioned that his father had deserted his 
mother ten times, so it was inferred 
that the habit of desertion was an in- 
herited weakness akin to the taste for 
drink that upsets so many lds, 
with which the soctety deals. 

A poor littl woman was striving to 
maintain herself and her children out 
at Sawtelle recently. The husband had 
deserted her. He was a rough custo- 
mer, she said, when he was drinking, 
but kindly disposed when sober. Be- 
fore the Humane Officer's arrival the 
husband had come to the house and 
had taken away their three-year-old 
boy with him. and the mother begged 
to have her child back. Aiken started 
in hot pursuit, found the man drink- 
ing at a road house with the little boy 
erying. and much was done toward 
straightening out the family affairs, 
with the recreant husband restored and 
put upon probation. 

Another thoughtful man left his wife 
with five children, four months’ rent 
due and a $50 grocery bill. He found 
another woman more attractive and 
it fell to the Humane Society to step 
in and arrange to help the destitute 
mother 


Another poor woman out on the 
Mission road was deserted. She had 
three children, one 11, one 7 and one 
1 year old, with the stork daily ex- 
pected.

1S IT CONSOLIDATION, OR is IT 
RIVALRY? 


Question to be Settled by a Com- 
mittee Meeting of Twenty This 
Morning—Perkins Says His Mem- 
bership Never Ratified the Agree- 
ment of Union. 


The two trade boards—the Los An- 
geles and the Wholesalers—which were 
supposed to have peacefully amalga- 
mated with the Credit Men, are apart 
again in a membership ruction. 

At a private meeting heid on Tues- 
day it is said that the membership of 
the Los Angeles board refused to ratify 
the action of the directorate, in con- 
solidation, and has called for an ex- 
planation. At least, such ig the report 
of Secretary Gregory Perkins, and the 
final settlement will come this morn- 


At 10:30 o'clock today a committee of 
ten from the Los Angeles board will 
meet a committee of ten from the 
Wholesalers’ board and Credit 
Men's Association, and the company 
will endeavor to repair differences and 
get tegether. 

It is predict that the settlement 
| will be final, d that the consolida- 
tion will be permanently affected, and 
will not be disturbed again. 

Supposedly, the consolidated board ha- 
been the only one in existence since 
October 1. Secretary Perkins at that 
time was ordered to cease new busi- 
ness, as were the other board men, in 
a private way, and all new affairs were 
supposed to go to the congolidated for 
settlement. 

It is said that new business has 
been taken into the Los Angeles board, 
and that it has been conducting its own 
affairs under Mr. Perkins's direction in 
the customary manner. 

The rivalry between the Los Angeles 
board and the old Wholesalers’ board 
has been famous and of long standing. 
Each has tried % get the better part 
of business, and only after recognizing 
the waste of time and money in the 
maintenance of two rival households 
did the leading merchants and whole- 
salers see their way clear to union. 

The new secretary of the consolidated 
is W. C. Mushet, who has already en- 
tered upon his duties, and it is under- 
stood that upon complete merging Mr. 
Perkins will be retired.

today President John R. McCall of the 
New York Life Insurance Company 
testified that he, in turn, borrowed 
$75,000 from the Metropolitan at, ti 
game rate. This was in January. 
1903; -the loan renewed in Janu- 
ary, 1904, and ran until March, 1905, 
when the rate of interest was ad- 
vanced to 2 per cent., at which rate it 
is still running. 

McCall testified that he was a direc- 
tor of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, but not a stock holder. The 
fact of his being a director, McCall 
continued. did not deter him from pro- 
curing a loan at as low a rate of inter- 
est as possible, when it was to his in- 
terest to do 80.

“With the beginning of every year, 
J dare say, it is the feeling of every 
executive officer—I know it is of my- 
self—that for the ensuing five or six 
months of the year we shall be bad- 
gered and harrassed to death in every 
State in the Union by introduction of 
bad bills of every kind.

VIRIUAL CONSPIRACY 
IN SHIPPING CATTLE. 


HICAGO, Oct. 4.—Lively interest 

was evoked by W. 8. Tasker of 

Chicago, a live-stock commission 
dealer and cattle feeder, who testified 
before the State Commerce Commis- 
sion, today, regarding freight rates 
on live-stock and live-stock products 
from Missouri River points to Chi- 
cago. 

Tasker testified that, on one occa- 
sion, he shipped a herd of cattle from 
points in Western Wisconsin to Chi- 
cago by way of St. Paul at a much 
less freight rate than he could have 
shipped the live-stock direct to Chi- 
cago.

Is IT CONSOLIDATION, OR IT 
RIVALRY? 


Question to be Settled by a Com- 
mittee Meeting of Twenty This 
Morning—Perkins Says His Mem- 
’ bership Never Ratified the Agree- 
ment of Union. 


‘The two trade boards—the Los An- 
geles and the Wholesalers—which were 
supposed to have peacefully amalga- 
mated with the Credit Men, are apart 
again in a membership ruction. 

At a private meeting heid on Tues- 
Gay it is said that the membership of 
the Los Angeles board refused to ratify 
the action of the directorate, in con- 
solidation, and has called for an ex- 
planation. At least, such ig the report 
of Secretary Gregory Perkins, and the 
final settlement will come this morn- 
ing. 

At 10:30 o’clock today a committee of 
ten from the Los Angeles board will 
meet a committee of ten from the 
Wholesalers’ board and the Credit 
Men's Association, and the company 
will endeavor to repair differences and 
get tegether. 

It is predicted that the settlement 
will be final, and that the consolida- 
tion will de permanently affected, and 
will not be disturbed again. 

Supposedly, the consolidated board hax 
been the only one in existence since 
October 1. Secretary Perkins at that 
time was ordered to cease new busi- 
ness, as were the other board men, in 
a private way, and ali new affairs were 
supposed to go to the consolidated for 
settlement. 

It is said that new business has 
been taken into the Los Angeles board, 
and that it has been conducting its own 
affairs under Mr. Perkins's direction in 
the customary manner. 

The rivalry between the Los Angeles 
board and the old Wholesalers’ board 
has been famous and of long standing. 
Each has tried % get the better part 
of business, and only after recognizing 
the waste of time and money in the 
maintenance of two rival households 
did the leading merchants and whole- 
salers see their way clear to union. 

The new secretary of the consolidated 
is W. C. Mushet, who has already en- 
tered upon his duties, and it is under- 
stood that upon complete merging Mr. 
Perkins will be retired. 

Said one of the parties to the union 
yesterday afternoon. This datest at- 
fair ie a private «ne of Mr. Perkins. He 
has disregarded the action of his di- 
rectors, and “has continued along in 
business in his usual way. It will all 
be amicably settled at tomorrow's meet- 
ing, you can rest assured.” 

A remarkable teature of the affair 
is that the consolidated president, H. J. 
Woollacott, Is also of the allegedly dis- 
senting Los Angeles board, while Vice- 
President John Kahn of the last named 
is also an officer in the consolidated. 
Influential members of the new organi- 
gation are the Haas-Baruch people, im- 
portant members of the old Los An- 
geles body. 

Mr. Perkins said last night: “T have 
nothing to do with the affair except to 
act upon the wishes of the men I rep- 
resent. The membership of this 
as a Majority, has not ratified the ac- 
tion of the directorate. Therefore the 
old board is not dissolved, and censoli- 
dation is not effected. We are still a 
business unit.”

BUFFALO HERD HERE. 


of the 
Plains Pawing the Dust in South 
ern Pacific Stock Yards. 


A large herd of American bison, 
almost the last remnant of their kind, 
arrived in Los Angeles yesterday. 

Transported from the undulating 
plans, where they were wont to roam 
as undisputed monarchs, to the dusty, 
dreary stockade of the Southern Pa- 
cific stock yards in the vail y to the 
northwest of Mission road, twenty- 
nine fine buffalo disconsolately paw the 
ground and sniff the odor of coal 
smoke as it sifts over from the rail- 
road yards. 

These animals are the of 
“Buffalo” Jones, who has made a study 
of the habits of the bison for a quar- 
ter of a century, and who has done 
much to prevent the species from be- 
coming extinct. 

Fully twenty years ago, out in West- 
ern Kansas, “Buffalo” Jones began the 
work of gathering into one common 
herd the remaining specimens of the 
buffalo to be found on the western 
plains. Near Dodge City, he estab- 
lished a buffalo domain, and there first 
began his experiments in the cross- 
breeding of the bison with domestic 
cattle. 

It was there that the animal known 
as the cattelo, the cross-breed, was 
proven to be a hardy anknal, well 
fitted for the semi-arid stock grazing 
countries of the Western States. It is 
the dea of Jones that these cattelo 
may become of much use, and that 
they may fill a need not exactly met 
ral the ordinary breed of western cat- 

The buffalo at the stock yards were 
shipped here from Monterey. They 
have been roaming a large preserve 
many miles back from that point, and 
are now on the way to their new 
grounds, the Grand Cafion of the Colo- 
rado, where it is hoped they will m- 
crease. 

In the herd are three handsome 
bulis. They have become much be- 
wildered by all this noise and con- 
fusion of car travel, tooting engines, 
clanging bells and grinding wheels, 
and they have lost much of their rest- 
lessness which shows itself out of cap- 
tivity. But even now, it is said they 


are easily stampeded.

This was not overlooked in 
all probability. The message was not 
sent, probably for the reason that 
had the American fleet sailed away 
after the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet a state of anarchy would have 
reigned all through those islands. A 
German squadron was at hand, and 
Hongkong is not far away. Had the 
least opportunity been given England, 
or Germany, probably the two jointly 
would have taken possession of the 
Philippines, iu the name of humanity” 
of course. Really the islands would 
today be in the hands of one or both 


When the peace commission met in 
Paris to make a treaty of peace be- 
tween the United States and Spain the 
Philippines were the last point settled. 
The Spanish representatives refused 
doggedly to sign the treaty until these 
islands were disposed of. They set up 
the contention that the war had taken 
from them Porto Rico and Cuba, valu- 
able colonies, that the Philippines 
were always a source of expense to 
Spain, that they were a burden which 
in her impoverished condition was un- 
bearable, and that they needed money 
to square up the cost of the war. At 
that very time Germany stood ready 
to buy the islands, and while England 
showed a little more outward respect 
for the sentiments and interests of the 
United States, there is no doubt that

Whether this building is as danger- 


tion which can be determined only 
after careful investigation, which will 
doubtless be made without delay by 
the proper officials. If the theater be 
found unsafe, as reported, somebody 
is to blame for the disregard of city 
ordinances in its erection. Who is 
thus blameworthy? 
This place of amusement was re- 
modeled only a few months ago. The 
work was performed soon after the 
public officials had made a general 
overhauling of the city ordinances re- 
lating to the safety of buildings used 
for public assemblage. Nearly all of 
the theaters and public halls in the 
city had been compelled to make 
changes more or less extensive, in the 
interest of public safety. This was all 
right and proper enough. The ordi- 
nances governing the construction and 
operation of places of public assem- 
blage should be enforced to the letter 
if they are good ordinances. If they 
are not good ordinances they should 
of course be forthwith repealed. And 
under no circumstances should any 
favoritism be shown in the enforce- 
ment of the laws. 
Naturally, the question is suggested 
by the grand jury’s report, why, if the 
Fisher place of amusement is unsafe, 
was its construction allowed to be 
carried out in violation of the ordi- 
nances? After so much official effort 
had been expended to make the other 
places of amusement in the city safe, 
and to compel them to comply with 
the law, why was this theater allowed 
to be built in disregard of the law? 
Why were not the defects which are 
condemned by the grand jury avoided 
at the time the place was remodeled 
into a theater? There must have been 
gross negligence in the inspection of 
the work as it progressed. Who is 
responsible for this neglect—or in- 
competency ? 
The grand jury recommends that 
the place should either be closed or be 
made safe for the public. This recom- 
mendation is reasonable, and it must 
be complied with, if the law is to be 
observed. There is a responsibility fer 
its violation, thus far, which ought to 
be placed upon the shoulders where it 
belongs. |

Ohio, which happened, 
fortunately, to be considering the ne- 
cessity of the construction of a library, 
a postoffice, a courthouse, a city hall,

And 
now come men of great public spirit 
and offer an ample site worth $200,000, 
a free gift to the city for a City Hall. 
This site is on the same block the 
new postoffice is to be built on. The 
value of the old City Hall site will 
furnish the money to put up a City 
Hall fully in keeping with the Court- 
house and the postoffice. All three 
will stand in a row on a principal 
street which reaches from the moun- 
tains to the sea, and where thousands, 
tens of thousands pass. 

Why not do it now? Why not avoid 
the cry of the erring, who never see 
what is right until it is too late to do 
it? And the only answer is the folly 
of an appeal to the abominable referen- 
dum with “Doc” Howton and his 
spooks shrieking in delight over lost 
opportunities, because they rejoice in 
what is for the worst. : 


HE RECORDER'S OFFICE. 

A concerted protest should go up 

from citizens and taxpayers against 
the proposition, now under considera- 
tion by the Board of Supervisors, for 
removing the County Recorder’s office 
to some place outside of the Court- 
house. This department should re- 
main in the county buildings at all 
hazards, if other departments have to 
be removed to make more room. 
The Recorder's office contains 
records of incalculable value to the 
city and county. The loss of these 
valuable records would be irreparable. 
No chances should be taken by toting 
them about to some other and less safe 
place than that which they now 
occupy in the Courthouse. If neces- 
sary, some other departments may be 
removed, temporarily; but the Re- 
corder’s office, with its priceless 
records, should stay in the Courthouse, 
where it belongs. 

Records are accumulating in the 
Recorder's office faster than in any 
other department, and some provision 
must be made for additional room. 
The grand jury recommended that the 
quarters of the Recorder, the Asses- 
sor, and the Tax Collector should be 
enlarged in order to make room for 
the increasing business of the county. 
This suggestion is all right, but the 
problem of putting it into effect is not 
easy of solution. At all events, the 
removal of the county's records should 
not be attempted. The offices of the 
Associated Charities, the Horticultural 
Commissioners, and some other offices, 
can be far better spared from the 
county building than the Recorder's 
department, where are stored the most

AND LIBERTY. 

It is extremely difficult to believe 
that affairs in Cuba are in a condition 
so desperate as they are represented to 
be by Gen. José Miguel Gomez, Gover- 
nor of the province of Santa Clara and 
candidate of the Liberal party for 
President of Cuba. Gen. Gomez ar- 
rived in New York a day or two ago, 
and he paints a lurid picture of public 
affairs in the island republic, as he 
sees them. | 

“Liberty is dead in Cuba,” declares 
Gomez, “and the condition of affairs 
there is worse than it ever was under 
Spanish rule, even in the most fero- 
ciéus periods of the Weyler govern- 
ment. Financial ruin and dishonor 
face the people if ngs continue as 
they are, and the dation will be con- 
verted into one of hereditary rule.” 

It is to be feared that Gen. Gomez 
is exciting himself needlessly. Due 
allowance should of course be made 
for his tropical temperament; also for 
the fact that, as he himself confessed 
a few days ago, he is a hopelessly de- 
feated candidate for the Presidency, to 
succeed Palma. 

Gomez has declared that he would 
start a revolution in Cuba were it not 
for the fact that he fears intervention 
by the United States. Yet he also de- 
clares that intervention will soon be 
necessary, if things go on as they are 
going, and he has come to this country 
to ask tentatively for intervention, to 
restrain the Palma government from 
going forward in its career of alleged 
depotism and crime. 

The position of Gen. Gomez appears 
to be somewhat analogous to that of 
the man who prayed, while engaged in 
a fight with a bear: “Help me, O Lord, 
if you can do so consistently; but for, 
God's sake don’t help the bear.“ 

The experiment of Cuban _self- 
government is yet in an  indetermi- 
nate stage. The Cubans are now lords 
and masters of their own destiny. if 
either the Palma government or the 
Liberty party in Cuba expects Amer- 
jean intervention, excepting for the 
suppression of insurrection amounting 
to civil war, it will be disappointed. 
It is not for the United States to in- 
terfere in the civil government of the 
island. The people of Cuba were 
given a good start on the road to free 
self-government, by the United States. 
They must work out their own 
destiny. If they fail to do so—if they 
should embroll themselves to such an 
extent as to demand American inter- 
vention for the restoration of peace— 
they will go far toward confirming 
the pessimistic opinions of their 
critics, that they are as yet unfit for 
self-government. 


Hawaii and Labor. 

It is almost a unique situation that 
a country having the possibility of 
great industries has not the population 
to furnish the necessary labor. In 
Porto Rico we have the opposite situa- 
tion, 3000 square miles of territory with 
over 1,000,000 inhabitants. In Hawaii, 
with 6500 square miles, we have but 
150,000. In the Philippines there are 
both territory and inhabitants, the ter- 
ritory undeveloped and the people un- 
acquainted with the rewards from la- 


bor. 

In Hawall, with all its possibilities 
for development, the one interest that 
has not been neglected, that has been 
nurtured and fostered and made to 
grow to its fullest extent is that of 
sugar, and as a result, practically all of 
the large business interests of the 150,- 
000 people are in the hands of 6000 
whites, of whom perhaps 100 control 
three-quarters of the great wealth of 
the islands. With the native Hawaiian 
race fast dyng out, it has been neces- 
sary to look elsewhere for the labor 
with which to cultivate the cane. Work 
in the cane fields, among the tall 
growth, in a humid climate, shut out 
from light and air, is not such as to at- 
tract white men. Directly in the path of

RECLAMATION PROJECT LIKELY 
“TO BE ABANDONED. 
Orange County Supervisors Devote 
Entire Day to Hearing of Protests 


Against Proposition That Waters of 
Sante Ana River be Controlled at 


Expense of Riparian Owners. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 4—The hearing 
before the Board of Supervisors of the 
Objections to the proposed incorpora- 
tion of a reclamation district to control 
the waters of the Santa Ana River from 
Fifth street to the ocean was 
held today. The project, as at first out- 
lined, was estimated to cost from $75,000 
to $200,000, and although favored by 4 
majority of the river district vege amie 
strong opposition developed many 
quarters on account of the alleged im- 
practicability of the scheme. 

Protests to the number of more than 
250 were filed with the board and to- 
day the majority of the protestants 
appeared to amplify their reasons why 
the district should not be incorporated 
and the reclamation work done. Exper, 
and eral testimony was given dur- 
ing . entire morning and afternoon 
sessions and wili be continued tomor- 
row and as muci, longer as the objec- 
tors care to present evidence for their 
side of the case. 

With the strong opposition to the 
plan, it is not probable that the Super- 
visors will at this time yote for the 
incorporation of the district, although 
a majority of the board was originally 
in favor of the project. It is deemed 
unwise to attempt to force a matter 
upon which the residents of the district 
affected most directly do not present a 
greater degree of unanimity.

BIG POSTAL GAINS. 

SAN PEDRO, Oct. 4—San Pedro is 
enjoying a rapid and substantial 
growth, according to the showing made 
by the post-office, the reliable baro- 
meter.
